The vic- 
tory was obtained without resort 
to the demagogic methods as 
were employed in years passed 
by Senators Bilbo, Cotton Ed 
Smith and others of that stripe. 
In this contest, Senator East- 
land of Mississippi was quieted, 
Having obtained the amend- 
ments they wished, it is highly 
important that the patriotic and 
thoughtful citizens of the South 
realize that they are faced with 
the inescapable responsibility of 
eliminating the inequities in vot- 
ing rights which brought the 
legislation to a vote. 

The debate brought out cer- 
tain facts which make the South 
vulnerable to attack and, if un- 
corrected, to the introduction of 
punitive measures. This is not 
likely to be the-last of civil 
rights legislation. But it can be 
if the South itself acts. If it does 
not, a loss of Congressional con- 
trol is almost assured. 


Vulnerable Points 


These vulnerable points were 
covered in a report introduced 
late in the debate, from investi- 
gations by the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. They, and other 
instances of violation of voting 
rights, are unquestioned and not 
possible of denial. 

The bill, as finally passed by 
the Senate and sent to the 
House, is confined to voting 
rights. Whatever may be one’s 
personal prejudices, it is no 
longer possible to oppose the 
right of all eligible citizens free- 
ly to cast a ballot. 


Figures introduced in the rec- 
ord, and which went undenied, 
showed that only 23 per cent of 
Negroés over 21 were registered 
in the seven Southern states of 
Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Mississippi, South 
Carolina and Virginia in 1956. 
This compared with 70 per cent, 
and more, of citizens of voting 
age who actually voted in other 
states across the nation. 


The Senate bill did not at all 
bar qualification laws. It cannot. 
But it did find that various state 
laws required detailed defini- 
tion, or interpretation, of federal 
and state constitutions and that 
in many cases these tests were 
applied only to persons of color. 
In some areas there were com- 
plex, often unjust, literacy tests 
which were applied to some seek- 
ing to be registered, and not to 
others. 


Rural Areas 


It was undenied, too, that in 
some areas registration offices 
were often inaccessible; that 
many registrars in rural areas 
met at hours when Negroes would 
find it difficult to attend, and 
that in some places votes were 
not counted when cast. 


These charges were sustained 
by FBI reports. These were offi- 
cially a part of the record. 


Some senators denied they 
took place in their states, or dis- 
tricts. But there was no denial 
that they did, in fact, take place 
in some areas. Nor was there 
denial that these methods are 
wrong and in violation of civil 
rights. They are wrong. And 
they have been used in varying 
degrees in all our Southern states. 


It’s precisely here that those 
Southerners who do love their 
states and region must come 
face to.face with reality. There 
may be qualifications for voters. 
But they cannot be discrimina- 
tory. Nor may they be adminis- 
tered unfairly or unjustly. No 
jury trial will protect those who 
violate this civil right. 


If the South fails to be just it 
will destroy the ability of its 
senators to be effective in this 
period of transition. It is at once 
obvious there is going to be a 
civil rights bill confined to voting 
rights. Even if the President ve- 
toes there will be no escaping, 
or defeating, eventual passage of 
such a bill. To continue injus- 
tice in administering voting laws 
will be to sabotage the Senate 
leaders who have been so suc- 
cessful. It is not any longer 
possible to condone or overlook 


withholding the ballot. Our sen- .

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11— The 
United States has decided to place 
increasing reliance on the armed 
forces of the Allies in Western 
defense, it is indicated here. 


This means, according to some 
sources, that a substantial num- 
ber of U.S. ground forces will be 
withdrawn from overseas posi- 
tions. 

The plan does not call for im- 
mediate withdrawal, it was pointed 
out, especially with respect to 
the forces in Germany. However, 
depending upon the political sit- 
uation there the accepted stra- 
tegic decision calls for ordinary 
German infantry units to replace

NEW PROGRAM 


Talmadge, of course, won. And 
his forces in the 1949 Legislature 
put through a new program for 
dispensing 100 per cent state-fi- 
nanced highway construction. 

Thereafter, all highway con- 
struction awarded to commercial 
contractors had to be let at com- 
petitive bidding. However, .the 
department was authorized to en- 
ter into contracts directly with 
counties and without taking bids 
‘for the construction of rural post 
roads and bridges upon such 
terms as they are empowered to 
contract for construction of any 
roads on the state Highway Sys- 
tem.”’ 

These are the so-called county 
contracts. ‘The Legislature at- 
tached two important provisos to 
them.

First, the law clearly and ex- 
pressly stipulates that county con- 
tracts ‘“‘shall not be subject or 


transferred to any other person, 
firm or corporation, but shall be 
performed by the counties with 
convict labor or county forces, 
and not otherwise.’ This was de- 
signed to prevent counties from 
sub-letting the work to contrac- 
tors. 

Second, the amount paid by the 
state to counties for the perform- 
ance of county contracts must be 
based on the average price for the

commercial contractors under 
competitive bidding during the 
previous 60 days. This provision 
is aimed at eliminating nego- 
tiation of prices. 


HUMAN PRACTICE 


The two safeguards shouid have 
removed most possibilities for 
abuse in county contracts except 
for the human political practice 
of an incumbent administration 
favoring its friends. 


From the beginning, however, 
there appears to have developed 
something of a subterfuge to get 
around the requirement that the 
counties must do their own work. 

Obviously, Many smaller coun- 
ties did not have—and could hard 
ly afford—the expensive equip- 
ment necessary for present-day 
road construction. 

There sprang up a widespread 
practice of counties renting or 
hiring the services, technical 
know-how and equipment of com 
mercial contractors to do all or 
part of the county contract work. 

Highway officials during the 
past two administrations have 
known about this practice even 
though county commissioners and 
highway engineers certify that 
the law has been met. 


A TECHNICALITY 


It may be, as some argue, that 
the gimmick of hiring a contrac- 
tor’s equipment is_ technically 
within the law; the question has 
never been tested in the courts. 
But it would take a bold man to 
maintain the practice complies 
with the spirit of the law. 

Certainly the present system is 
open to some abuse. This news- 
paper has turned up examples of 
county officials having interests 
in contracting firms that have 
done county contract work. Con- 
tractors with the right political 
connections might be in a posi- 
tion to grab off a lot of work 
without having to bid for it. 

The Legislature in January 
might well review the present sys- 
tem to determine if the law should 
be altered to legalize with proper 
safeguards, the renting of equip- 
ment. But if it decides that would 
be unwise, it should insist on en-

Is Far From Over 


Georgia’s cotton crop this year will be 
the smallest in 82 years. The forecast by 
the crop reporting service of 460,000 bales 
is less than any year since 1875. 

Production of lint will be about a 
fifth lower than last year’s 579,000 bales 
and only 17 per cent as large as the record 
crop of 2,769,000 bales ih 1911. 


The further reductions this year, of 
course, resulted from application of the 
soil bank to cotton acreage. And the cot- 
ton produced was grown with greater ef- 
ficiency, as proved by the estimated 379- 
pounds-per-acre yield—itself a record. 

The figures again demonstrate the 
monumental changes which are going on 
in the state’s economy. These changes in- 
volve people, a way of life, taxes and gov- 
ernment. They involve vast changes in the 
social structure and in people’s habits 
of work and thought. 

We, of course, read of the loss of popu- 
lation in rural counties and the continued 
migrations to the cities. This year, be- 
cause of the soil bank and the resulting 
displacement of farm labor, has seen an 
acceleration of this trend. Counties are 
losing school population, reflected in cuts 
in teacher allotments. Small town mer- 
chants are losing customers. , 

A quarter-century ago cotton itself 
was almost a way of life for the majority 
of Georgians. The state’s economy re- 
volved around its production. It was the 
biggest employer and the biggest source 
of income. Today it is becoming relatively 
a minor factor in the total picture. 

Cotton always was an expensive item 
to grow. It depended upon hand labor, the 
plow and the mule. It thus became associ- 
ated with the South’s poverty, its social 
and political systems. In fact, it was re- 
sponsible for them. 

The transition from a cotton economy 
has been rapid. Today agriculture is di- 
versified, becoming more and more 
mechanized and requiring fewer and few- 
er workers. Cotton production itself is be- 
coming a mechanized process. The small 
family-sized farm, except in cases where 
income can be supplemented by factory 
employment, is disappearing. 

State, community and governmental 
leaders must adjust to the changes. The 
drive for industry to stop population 
losses must continue. Some counties which 
cannot support government functions must 
think about consolidations. 

Cotton as king in the Georgia economy 
is a thing of the past. But the revolution 
is far from complete. Even greater changes 
are in the making. The state must prepare 
for them.

Life gave credit for unearthing those 
scandals to newspapers. 

The strongest stench in the highway 
exposure has come from Indiana, where 
shenanigans in rights-of-way and in sales 
to the highway department went on in the 
administration previous to the one now 
in office. 

Of that. situation, Life’s. editorial 
writer said, “The Indiana mess came to 
light through the enterprise of the In- 
dianapolis newspapers, the kind of enter- 
prise which every state needs to keep its 
highway skirts clean.” 

The nation’s newspapers at large ap- 
preciate this praise for the kind of jour- 
nalistic sapsucking that bores into and ex- 
poses to view the termites that are at 
work in tall highway timber. 

This is switching metaphors, but the 
taxpayer will get the point and the bene- 
fit.

Argentina Chooses Road 


Of Popular Government 


Americans are so accustomed to the 
idea of democratic government that few 


of us consider the fact that such govern- 
ments very definitely are in the minority 
in the world. In fact, they are in the 
minority in our own hemisphere. 

That is why the election in Argentina 
recently held special significance. Just 
freed from a vicious military dictatorship 
under Peron, the country is now mov- 
ing toward a new democratic phase. And 
Strangely enough, the general who re- 
placed Peron is the individual now re- 
sponsible for the attempt to turn power 
over to the people. 

Of course, Argentina is not yet a per- 
fect democracy. Neither is our own. But 
the Fascists and radicals, despite a multi- 
plicity of political parties who participated 
in the election, were completely outvoted 
on the basis of proportional representa- 
tion and the moderate, democratic forces 
won a comfortable majority. 


It is interesting to note that the Com- 


munists polled only 230,000 votes out 
of eight million. The Peronists were 
swamped. 


The majority is committed to amend- 
ing the old autocratic Constitution and of 
holding presidential elections next Feb- 
ruary. They also are committed to a Con- 
stituent Assembly which will reduce the 
power of the executive and decentralize 
the government to prevent another Juan 
Peron from being elected president and 
then becoming dictator. 

Of course, the pattern could be upset 
later but Argentina seems determined 
under its military leadership to establish 
popular government, relieving the mili- 
tary of its power. 

That is an excellent development on 
a continent of 20 republics, only nine of 
which have democratic governments. 
Chile, Brazil, Peru, Colombia, Honduras, 
Guatamala and Mexico followed generally 
the same path toward democracy as the 
Argentines are attempting. The other 
Latin countries could well follow these 
examples.

Forsyth County’s Grand Jury did a grand job on its investigation 
of Club 19. Indictments aren’t convictions, as we have seen in other 
well-publicized incidents elsewhere in the country, but the public has 
deep confidence in the grand jury system and realizes that often 
publicity backed by the grand jury’s authority is as effective as con- 
victions even if prosecutions aren't successful. 


We know Dr. Marcus Mashburn 
of Forsyth County as a deter- 
mined and forceful gentleman 
and one who doesn’t tolerate such 
foolishness as was in progress at 
Club 19 and the grand jury of 
which he was chairman apparent- 
ly did its job with just the direct- 
ness he could be expected to em- 
ploy. 

From some newspaper publici- 
ty, however, it might be assumed 
that Forsyth County has been 
thoroughly purged of the element 
that permitted the operation of 
Club 19. This isn’t the case, from 
reliable reports we have received 
and from the personal observa- 
tions of people whose word isn’t

The grand jury’s business was 
Club 19 and that business was 
well handled by the indictments. 
Solicitor Sam Burtz deserves

WASHINGTON—On one of the two crucial 
budget issues which he made a central test of his 
influence with Congress and on which he ap- 
pealed strenuously to the country for support, 


is losing, is losing badly.

The issue is the size and. character of the 


mutual security program—military and economic aid to friendly na- 


tions. 

The battle is just about over 
and at this point there is no evi- 
dence that the President will be 
able to salvage much, if anything, 
from the wreckage. 

The blunt fact is Eisenhower has 
lost at every point. While his 
views have been supported by the 
Senate, they have been rejected 
by the House. Furthermore, he 
has lost in matters where he has 
the widest experience, the highest 
credentials and, I believe, the 
trust of the country. 


Here is the score to date: 


President Eisenhower proposed 
a mutual security budget of 
$3,864,000,000 as vital to America’s 
defenses. He defended it as the 
most economic means of increas- 
ing our defenses, that is, by put- 
ting the weapons of defense, 
which they could not otherwise 
afford, into the hands of our Al- 
lies. 


The Senate cut the authorization 
227 million dollars. The House cut 
it another 500 millions, a total 
slash of 727 million dollars. The 
end is not yet. This is only what 
is authorized. The House Appro- 
priations Committee is busy cut- 
ting it further. 

President Eisenhower — and 
many others inside and outside 
the government—proposed to sep- 
arate the military from the eco- 
nomic development part of the so- 
called ‘Foreign Aid’’ program 
and to put it where it belongs—in 
the defense budget.

Kneourage Your Child 


To Read More Books 


“Would you let a child read anything he wants?” 


a mother writes. 


It depends on the child and what he has already 


read or had read to him. 


If I had a child who was a 
problem reader, I would certain- 
ly let him read anything he 
wanted. My one hope would be 


that he would want to read some- 
thing. I would know where his 
interests lay, and I would bring 
into the house anything I could 
lay my hands on that expanded 
those interests through the 
printed word. 

If he didn’t care about a thing 
in the world but comics, I would 
shower him with comics. Comics 


have the great merit of being 
written in simple language. 
At the same time I would 


manage to find an hour or two 
a day to read aloud to this child 
—I speak as though he were a 
boy, for boys more commonly 
are problem readers than girls. 
What I read aloud would not be 
comics. It would be adventure 
or exploration or heroic deeds. 

I would do my best to show 
him what cynics refer to blithe- 
ly as “the good, the true, the 
beautiful.’’ In short, I would 
make the heroics so compelling- 
ly interesting to him that he 
would want to hear more of the 
good men do, of the good they 
ficht to do. He would want to 
hear more, and in time he would 
read more. 

MAKE BOOKS AVAILABLE 

If I had a child just starting 
to read, and reading easily and 
eagerly, I would see that the 
books available to him were 
books in which good triumphed 
—and triumphed in good lan- 
guage. — 

A 6-year-old either has ideals 
or is straining for ideals. He has 
a taste to be cultivated. That 
taste can be debased or can be 
given wings of idealism. I'd try 
for the wings. I'd see that he 
read stories with a moral. All 
good children’s stories contain a 
moral, and they contain it in en- 
nobling language. 

If I had a child who was an 
omnivorous reader and read ev- 
erything he could get his hands 
on, and if I felt his ideals were 
already unshakeable, I would 
let him read what he pleased. 
If he has established ideals 
and standards, nothing he reads 
can hurt him; it will only broad- 
en him. The child with ideals 
takes from what he reads only 
that which reaffirms his ideals: 
the rest he discards or does not 
understand. 


GIVE HIM COMICS 


“ Comics for this child? Cer- 
tainly, if he likes them. Science 
fiction? Why not? Gossip col- 
umns, crime, novels of passion? 
_I don’t think they will affect this 
child one way or another.. He 
will ignore the dross and read 
for adventure and nobility. 

On the other hand, I think it 
would be criminal to surround 
a child, or let a child surround 
himself, only with reading of 
that nature. 

You, the parent, should see to 


it that he has approach to the 
great literature of the world. 
Once he has access to this, he 
will find that nothing else can 
approach it in wonder, illumi- 
nation, beauty and information. 

To say to an avid reader, 
“You can’t read that book; it's 
trash!’’ only whets his appetite. 
Let him make that discovery for 
himself. A woman I know once 
told of having read that shocker 
of the ‘20s, ‘‘Stella Dallas,’’ as 
a child of 11. 

Her mother had locked it in a 
cedar chest to keep her young 
daughters away from it. Natur- 


ally they read it, but with the 
innocence of children, and 
thought it extremely dull.

Weed by Any 
Other Name 


If it’s not one thing to make you feel nervous and inade- 
quate, it’s another. 

All summer I’ve been saying that the weeds in my front 
yard, if you studied them carefully, were really as pretty as 
any cultivated plant I know. Their leaves are nicely shaped 
and charmingly marked and, unlike the grass I’ve tried to 
grow there heretofore, they are sturdy, self-reliant and they 


hold themselves with pride, requiring nothing of me. 


When my neighbors have looked askance at my weed patch 
I’ve accused them of having a negative point of view. One 
man’s weed is another man’s prize horticultural specimen, I 
keep saying. And I can even get poetry to back this up. 


George Meredith had to say: 
“How many a thing which we cast to the ground, 
When others pick it up, becomes a gem!” 
And then, of course, Lord Tennyson had his vicissitudes 
in gardening. As witness: 
“Once in a golden hour 
I. cast to earth a seed. 
Up there came a flower, 
The people said a weed.” 


It has been my lifelong conviction that if you can get 
enough literary and poetic reference to back you up, your posi- 
tion can always be made tenable—even if you’re doggedly 
growing weeds in an otherwise respectable neighborhood. 

But now I don’t know. There seems to be a growing 
national sentiment against weeds. There was a story in the 
paper the other day about the weed commissioner in Mil- 
waukee. Can you imagine, in these trying days, having a 
public official assigned exclusively to administering a depart- 
ment of rank weeds and overgrown back lots? 

This man’s name is William J. Rheinfrank and he was 
issuing a warning to the people of Milwaukee to start cutting. 
Under the Milwaukee city ordinance a weed more than 12 
inches tall is an illegal weed. He threatened to move in city 
crews and cut all lots that have weeds more than 12 inches 
tall and add the cost of cutting to the property owners’ tax bills. 


Now I know weeds are supposed to be unsightly. A town 
that lets weeds grow along its streets is regarded as backward 
and slovenly and no self-respecting industrial tycoon wants to 
put his plant in a place where they let weeds have a free hand.

Surely there must be in Milwaukee a sizable block of voters 
who prefer the stately Queen Anne’s lace to some arrogant 
and spoiled little cultivated flower. 

So far Atlanta doesn’t have a weed commissioner, but if 
this antiweed sentiment keeps spreading we may get one 
any day. And then I'll have to find me even stronger poetry 
to back up my weed culture or I'll be moaning with Othello: 

“O thou weed, who art so lovely fair and smell’st so 
sweet that the sense aches at thee, would thou hadst ne’re 
been born!”
